We 
reviewed the aotion taken in the fall of 1966 and the position taken at 
that time by Rome. 

2* Apparently the MBASPXRM interest is based on the hope that some 
arran g e m e n te oan be made which would make the move more acceptable to Rome; 
particularly they would .expect to moot some of the suggestions in paragraph 
4 of reference.^ 7 told QRBOOT that he continues to believe that 

QHBOOT’s operations would be better off mjr from Munioh, and to the extent 
possible, divoroed from QXACTIVE. expressed the view, however, that 

a move to Italy might add problems of greater weight than the problems which 
stem from the location in Munich, where we still enjoy a friendly and not 
overly inquisitive operational climate. 



3* As an alternative to Italy,) [^suggested to QHBOOT that he 

might wish to inquire of FBAFFIRM whether they would consider the United 
Kin gdom . f [emphasized that prior to any serious consideration 

PBAFFEar should raise the matter with Headquarters. QKBOUT feels that 
the United Kingdom would be a good looatlon, although he would prefer Italy. 
Incidentally, QHBOUT said that he felt that Florence or perhaps Milan would 
be a bettor location than Rome.

The new ooemittee would have sons sort of nane which 
would relate to activities such as QRBQBT's. QKACTIVE funds would be 
channeled to QRB0D7 t s operations via the new Committee. Perhaps Jasper 0* 
IAMB1B could be named Executive Director or Secretary of the new Comal t tee. 
The new Cosalttee would not attempt to deny its connections with QKACTIVE 
but it would not publicize it. It might even be possible to establish it 
as a sub- Committee of QXACTIVE. Suoh a Counittce would provide a measure 
of backstopping for QRBGVT in the sense that he would no longer be required 
to identify with QKACTXVE dlrcetly.
